When  the  whole  school  went  to  see  the  Kinemacolor  last 
month,  one  of  the  most  striking  pictures  shown  was  the  devel- 
opment of  a  number  of  flowers  from  bud  to  blossom  in  a  few 
seconds. 

If  we,  with  pen  and  ink,  could  reproduce  on  this  little 
page  the  expansion  of  the  University  School  in  the  last  year, 
the  feat  would  hardly  be  less  wonderful. 

Still,  an  Editor  has  to  try  to  keep  up  with  the  times,  move 
they  ever  so  fast,  so  we  must  make  the  attempt. 

The  erection  of  a  second  House  on  the  school  grounds 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Juniors  has  been  more  than 
justified  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  boarders  this  term 
from  105  to  over  130.  Besides  the  necessary  increase  in  dor- 
mitory accommodation,  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  erect 
at  the  same  time  a  block  of  class-rooms,  thus  leaving  the 
present  rooms  free  for  other  purposes.  These  class-rooms 
are  already  well  advanced,  and  are  expected  to  be  ready 
before  Christmas.  Two  more  forms  have  been  constituted: — 
the  Third  being  divided  into  Upper  and  Lower,  while  a  new 
form,  the  Remove,  has  been  placed  between  the  Third  and 
Fourth. 

YVe  have  also  doubled  the  staff  of  assistant  masters,  and 
the  School  extends  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  following  gentle- 


men.  who  have  just  joined  us  from  England.  Mr.  A.  Tomlin- 
son  (  B.A.,  Oxford)  takes  the  Fifth  Form,  enabling-  the  Princi- 
pals to  devote  their  time  to  the  Sixth.  Mr.  E.  M.  Willis 
(Oxford  University)  has  charge  of  the  Remove,  and  Mr.  F. 
H.  B.  Champain  (B.A.,  Oxford;  Cricket  and  Rugger  Blue) 
takes  the  Second  Form. 

The  School  has  suffered  a  severe  loss  this  term,  owing  to 
the  serious  illness  of  our  Warden,  Though  we  are  glad  to  say 
that  he  is  now  well  on  the  road  to  recovery,  and  trust  that  he 
will  soon  be  in  his  usual  health  once  more,  it  will  hardly  be 
possible  for  him  to  take  any  regular  class-work  again  this 
term.  Consequently,  Mr.  C.  T.  Baldon  (Manchester  Univ.) 
has  undertaken  the  work  of  the  First  Form. 

Another  loss  sustained  by  the  school  is  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Howe  from  the  position  of  matron,  which  she  has  held 
for  a  year  and  a  half.

There  were  many  practice  games  until  a  team  was  picked 
up  to  respond  to  a  challenge  issued  by  the  masters.  For  the 
latter  the  Sergeant  and  the  Rev.  Collfson  played  to  fill  up 
vacancies  caused  by  the  absence  of  Messrs.  Thomas  and 
Champain.  The  team  forwards  played  splendid  combination 
and  it  was  only  the  good  defence  of  Mr.  Barnacle  and  Mr. 
Tomlinson  that  prevented  more  than  three  goals  being  shot 
before  the  final  whistle  blew.  Mr.  Craddock,  a  well-known 
Irish  hockey  player,  was  kind  enough  to  come  up  from  town 
and  referee  the  game  as  well  as  to  give  us  some  useful  infor- 
mation on  the  science  of  the  game. 

When  the  Victoria  High  School  read  of  this  game  they 
at  once  challenged  us  and  came  up  one  Friday  afternoon  to 
play.

OLD    BOYS'    COLUMN. 

Mr.  Harvey  has  received  an  interesting  letter  from  Dun- 
can Bell-Irving  at  Loretto,  dated  July  16th,  about  the  Officers' 
Training  Corps  Review  at  Windsor,  at  which,  by  the  way, 
Dawson  was  also  present  with  the  Denstone  College  contin- 
gent.     We  append  the  following  extract : 

"A  few  weeks  ago  a  picked  company  (chosen  by  drill) 
went  down  to  Windsor  for  the  Coronation  O.T.C.  Review.  I 
was  included  in  this  company,  and  had  a  fine  time.  We 
arrived  at  camp  in  Windsor  Great  Park  at  about  8  p.m.,  hav- 
ing travelled  since  5  a.m.  Somebody  stole  my  blankets  for 
the  occasion,  and  I  had  to  sleep  in  a  greatcoat.  (These  mili- 
tary greatcoats' are  not  too  warm).  The  next  day,  Sunday,  we 
had  a  church  parade,  from  which  I  was  excused,  being  tent 
orderly  for  the  day.  In  the  afternoon  we  went  over  the  Castle, 
at  least  that  part  the  King  was  not  in,  and  on  the  river  in 
punts.  Monday  was  the  day  fixed  for  the  Review,  and  in  the 
morning  we  had  a  trial  parade.  The  heat  was  awful,  and  a 
good  many  boys  fainted  from  it.  The  other  Scottish  schools 
wore  glengarries,  while  we  wear  slouch  hats — as  you  do  in 
Victoria — so  were   able  to  stand   the  heat.      Tn   the  afternoon 
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we  marched  to  the  parade-ground,  and  waited  for  an  hour  and 
a  half  for  the  Kino-.  It  was  at  this  time  that  so  many  boys 
fainted,  about  a  hundred  collapsing  before  the  King  arrived. 
We  were  the  only  Scottish  school  that  did  not  have  a  casualty. 
When  the  King  arrived  we  all  presented  arms,  while  "God 
save  the  King"  was  played.  Then  the  King  rode  round  the 
ranks.  It  took  another  two  hours  for  the  twenty  thousand 
cadets  to  march  past,  and  the  Scottish  Battalion  was  last. 
Lord  Roberts  said  that  it  marched  past  the  best,  especially  the 
rear  company,  and  that  was  us!" 


At  the  Royal  Military  College  our  old  friends  are  doing 
well.  S.  F.  Sweeny  ('02)  is  Battalion  Sergeant-Major  this 
year — the  highest  rank  in  college.  He  passed  third  at  the 
end  of  his  second  year,  and  was  a  member  of  the  College  rifle 
team  which  came  second  in  the  Daily  Mail  Empire  Cup  match. 

H.  C.  V.  Macdowall  ('08)  is  a  sergeant  this  year.  He 
was  tenth  in  his  second  year. 

Tom  Taylor  ('07)  is  also  a  sergeant.  His  place  in  his 
year  was  seventh. 

Beaufin  Irving  has  passed  out  successfully,  and  is  now 
engaged  in  surveying.  He  and  Hamilton  Roberts  ('09)  were 
on  the  College  cricket  eleven,  which  won  every  match  that 
they  played  this  season. 

J.  E.  Mathews  ('io)  came  out  fifth  in  his  first  year.

Stewart  McGuigan  entered  the  Queen's  School,  Vancou- 
ver, under  Mr.  Harvey,  in  September,  1906.  Next  year  he 
was  on  the  cricket  eleven  which  won  the  Nelson  Cup,  and 
came  over  to  Victoria  when  the  school  was  moved  here  at 
Christmas,  1907.  By  September,  1909,  he  had  reached  the 
Sixth  (then  called  the  Fifth  Form)  and  was  made  a  Prefect. 
He  wras  on  the  first  eleven  for  three  years,  and  on  the  first 
fifteen  for  the  same  period,  being  Captain  in  his  last  two  sea- 
sons. He  has  also  played  for  two  seasons  on  the  Victoria 
Rugby  team,  his  speed  and  his  weight  making  him  a  most 
valuable  three-quarter.  In  1910  he  won  the  Athletic  Cham- 
pionship with  ease,  capturing  the  Hundred,  220,  Quarter, 
High  and  Broad  Jump.  He  holds  the  school  record  for  the 
Hundred,  High  Jump  and  Cricket  Ball,  and  his  throw  of  106 
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yards  will  not  easily  be  beaten.  He  has  been  in  command  of 
the  Cadet  Corps  since  September,  1909,  and  was  promoted  to 
Major  when  the  corps  became  a  battalion  last  January.  The 
School  is  proud  of  his  many  achievements,  and  hopes  to  hear 
of  "Mac"  again. 

Cyril  Spencer  is  another  old  Queen's  School  boy,  whose 
connection  with  us  dates  back  to  April,  1904,  when  he  appeared 
in  Form  II.  at  the  age  of  nine.  Two  years  later  he  migrated 
to  the  University  School,  then  just  starting  in  Victoria.  He 
came  into  the  Sixth  with  McGuigan,  and  last  Christmas  was 
placed  Head  of  the  school.  In  cricket  he  was  on  the  first 
eleven  in  1910,  and  played  for  the  second  fifteen  in  football. 
He  was  Golf  Champion  in  1910,  and  took  part  for  two  years 
in  our  Christmas  plays.  He  was  a  sergeant  in  the  Corps. 
Last  June  he  passed  the  entrance  to  the  Royal  Military  Col- 
lege, but  did  not  enter,  as  more  candidates  passed  than  could 
be  accommodated. 

Laurence  Woodward  entered  in  April,  1908,  as  a  day-boy, 
when  the  school  was  in  Oak  Bay  Avenue,  and  has  been  just 
one  year  in  the  Sixth.  He  was  one  of  our  steadiest  marks- 
men, having  qualified  as  far  back  as  November,  1909.  He 
made  the  highest  single  score  in  the  last  C.R.L.  Match.  In 
the  Cadet  Corps  he  has  risen  in  less  than  two  years  from 
Lance-Corporal  to  Lieutenant.  Last  June  he  passed  five 
subjects  of  the  McGill  Matriculation. 

Kenneth  Creery  has  only  been  with  us  two  years,  but  his 
record  shows  that  he  has  not  wasted  any  time.  He  was  only 
here  two  terms  before  coming  into  the  Sixth  ;  last  year  he 
passed  five  of  his  matriculation  subjects,  and  this  year  six 
more,  only  failing  in  one.  He  has  been  a  Prefect  for  a  year, 
and  won  the  Senior  Mathematical  Prize  last  Christmas.  He 
has  been  one  of  our  regular  bowlers  on  the  first  eleven  for 
two  seasons,  and  spare  man  (half)  on  the  first  fifteen  last 
winter.  He  captained  the  Junior  League  eleven  which 
won  the  Gillespie  Shield  this  summer.  He  has  been  a  pillar 
of  the  rifle  team,  and  only  missed  a  place  on  it  this  year 
through  illness,  which,  however,  did  not  prevent  him  from 
winning  the  Ross  Rifle  presented  by  Mr.  D.  M.  Rogers  for  the 
highest  score  in  the  Inter-Schools  Match.  When  we  add  that 
he  twice  took  a  prominent  part  in  our  school  plays,  we  com- 
plete a  record  of  which  any  boy  might  be  proud. 

Keith  Gordon  came  here  from  Winnipeg  just  two  years 
ago.  In  the  following  May  (1909),  he  was  promoted  to  Rand- 
Sergeant,  and  handled  the  bass  drum  with  zeal  and  efficiency. 
In  the  following  year  he  was  captain  of  the  second  cricket 
eleven.      In  shooting  he  missed  a  place  on  the  "star"  team  of 
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1910,  but  won  the  seventh  place  on  the  team  this  year,  in  both 
years  winning-  a  marksman's  certificate.  He  was  one  of  our 
steadiest  shots,  and  took  a  place  on  the  Inter-Schools  Team, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  Schools  of  the  Empire  match.  lie  held 
the  individual  record  of  the  team  for  Gallery  shooting  in  the 
C.R.L.  matches  of  191 1.  A  year  ago  he  was  promoted  to  the 
Sixth,  and  in  January  won  his  Prefect's  cap.  Last  June  he 
passed  his  Arts  Matriculation  for  McGill,  but  chose  to  enter 
the  University  of  Manitoba,  where  he  is  now  studying,  and 
where  his  many  friends  wish  him  all  success. 

Willy  Taylor  has  been  here  since  Easter,  1909.  He  was 
a  very  fair  shot,  and  was  a  Sergeant  in  the  Corps.  It  was  his 
photographic  zeal  which  helped  to  start  the  now  flourishing 
Camera  Club.  He  was  one  of  our  earliest  batch  of  first-class 
Scouts,  and  the  best  Signaller  in  the  School.  He  has  just 
passed  his  preliminary  examination  for  B.C.  Surveyor. 

Douglas  Shaw  came  to  the  School  in  Oak  Bay  Avenue  in 
October,  1908.  He  was  one  of  our  most  energetic  forwards 
on  the  first  fifteen  last  year ;  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Cadet 
Corps,  and  Mr.  Harvey's  Assistant  Scoutmaster  in  the  Fif- 
teenth Troop. 

Alec  Young  is  one  of  the  old  brigade,  his  arrival  dating 
back  to  the  early  days  of  the  school  in  1907.  He  worked  very 
steadily  no  the  school,  and  came  into  the  Sixth  two  terms  ago. 
He  was  for  two  years  on  the  first  fifteen,  and  a  Sergeant  in 
the  Corps. 

Allan  McAnally  came  as  a  day-boy  when  the  school 
opened  in  its  present  situation  in  January,  1909.  In  1910  he 
was  on  the  second  eleven,  and  played  regularly  for  the  first 
eleven  this  year.  He  was  on  the  second  football  fifteen,  and 
for  two  years  on  the  rifle  team,  this  year  taking  the  third  place.

PARADE   FOR   FIELD  DAY  By  Mr.  Tomlinson 


We  celebrated  Foundation  Day  with  a  field  day,  which 
was  far  and  away  the  most  successful  one  we  have  had,  and 
proves  the  keenness  of  everybody,  especially  the  officers. 

"A"  company  represented  an  invading  force  with  a  base 
on  Mount  Tolmie ;  they  wore  white  hat-bands.  "B"  com- 
pany were  a  force  landed  at  Cordova  Bay,  trying  to  join  with 
the  forces  defending  Victoria.  "C"  company,  was  a  force 
from  Victoria,  trying  to  join  with  "B"  company.  Capt.  Wyld 
(B)  had  received  a  message  from  Capt.  Thorsen  (C)  telling 
him  to  meet  him  at  Christmas  Hill  at  noon.  This  was  of 
course  unknown  to  Major  Rand,  who  had  Capt.  Crawford  (A) 
in  his  command.  When  Capt.  Wyld  struck  west  for  the  ren- 
dezvous, he  sent  four  men  south-east  to  divert  the  attention 
of  "A"  company.      Capt.  Thorsen  did  the  same  but  only  sent 
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three  men  ;  these  were,  however,  so  very  energetic,  and  made 
so  much  noise,  that  they  drew  off  three-quarters  of  Capt.  Craw- 
ford's men  before  they  were  captured.  Meanwhile  "B"  and 
"C"  had  been  peacefully  marching  through  the  woods  in  the 
other  direction.  Capt.  Thorsen  obtained  leave  to  go  through 
Mr.  Tolmie's  grounds  to  the  Saanich  Road,  but  "C"  company 
recen  ed  a  great  surprise  when  they  saw  in  the  garden  a  table 
covered  with  good  things,  and  were  invited  to  raid  it.  They 
were  given  ten  minutes,  and  made  excellent  use  of  the  time, 
finally  marching  off,  after  three  cheers  for  their  hospitable 
hosts,  with  cakes  and  tarts,  grapes  and  peaches  concealed  in 
various  parts  of  their  equipment.  To  compensate  for  this 
delay,  Mr.  Tolmie  told  them  of  a  shorter  way  to  Christmas 
Hill,  west  of  Swan  Lake,  and  so  also  more  secure  from  dis- 
covery. On  the  Hill  they  found  a  scout  of  "B"  company,  and 
soon  joined  forces  and  went  off  in  search  of  the  enemy.  Strong 
glasses  helped  them  to  detect  small  parties  of  "A"  moving 
about,  and  presently  they  saw  heads  behind  a  fence,  and 
opened  a  heavy  fire  at  500  yards. 

Not  realizing,  however,  that  there  was  actually  only  one 
section  opposed  to  him,  Capt.  Wyld  was  naturally  loth  to  risk 
a  direct  attack  across  an  open  field,  and  began  a  flanking 
movement  towards  some  woods  on  his  left.  Meanwhile  the 
rest  of  "A"  had  been  hurriedly  summoned  from  half-a-mile 
away  by  a  mounted  orderly,  and  came  down  in  great  style  at 
the  double,  in  time  to  inflict  a  partial  check  on  "Bv  company's 
flank  attack.  "C"  company,  with  their  faces  and  rifle-barrels 
almost  equally  hot,  were  fiercely  attacking  the  original  posi- 
tion in  half-company  rushes.  At  this  critical  moment  the 
Cease  Fire  was  sounded,  and  the  three  umpires  held  a  confer- 
ence. Result:  "B"  and  "C"  were  held  to  have  attained  their 
chief  object,  namely,  to  join  forces,  but  as  they  had  not  used 
their  superiority  in  numbers  to  dislodge  the  enemy  at  once, 
the  final  skirmish  was  held  to  be  a  drawn  battle.

They  think 
that  "A"  company  deserves  special  mention  for  the  way  they 
came  into  action  at  the  end  of  the  day,  "B"  company  for  their 
marching,  and  "C"  company  for  their  pluck,  as,  though  the 
smallest  boys,  they  had  the  longest  march  of  the  day.

MUSKETRY    INSTRUCTION. 

Canadian  Rifle  League,  191 1. — The  practices  at  the  range 
this  spring  were  very  promising,  but  in  the  big  matches  the 
effect  of  the  measles  epidemic  were  only  too  evident,  and  the 
demands  of  examinations  also  interfered  with  the  practice  of 
several  boys.  However,  though  we  could  not  equal  the  score 
of  1910,  we  compiled  the  very  fair  figure  of  2,078. 

The  scores  by  matches  were:  512,  541,  479,  546.  It  was 
the  third  day  that  upset  our  chances.  The  best  ten  scores 
were  as  follows : 

Capt.  Crawford,  215,  (wins  President's  badge  and  Ross 
Rifle  presented  by  F.  C.  Wade,  Esq.,  K.C.,  of  Vancouver.) 
Cadet  C.  Creery,  213;  Sergt.  McAnally,  210;  Lieut,  Wood- 
ward, 206;  Capt.  Wade,  200;  Cadet  Wiegand,  198;  Band- 
Sergt.  Gordon,  194;  Drummer  York,  192;  Sergt,  Sanderson, 
191  ;    Lieut.  Beech,  186. 

There  are  thus  five  first-class  and  five  second-class  cer- 
tificates this  year,  besides  three  other  second-class  marksmen 
who  did  not  win  places  on  the  team,  namely,  Sergt.  A.  Ash- 
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croft  (184),  B.  S.-M.  Devine  (165),  and  Corpl.  Wallis  (161). 
Corpl.  A.  Ag-ur  and  Capt.  K.  Creery  each  missed  a  match 
through  illness,  and  as  they  averaged  over  50  in  the  other 
three  days,  they  had  hard  luck  in  missing  their  first-class  cer- 
tificate.     The  result  of  the  matches  was  as  follows:

Inter-Schools  of  Canada  Match. — We  fired  this  match  on 
June  3rd.  Conditions  as  for  the  C.R.L.,  but  aperture  sights 
were  used,  and  the  team  consisted  of  only  four.

Wade,  52  ;  Band-S'ergt.  Gordon,  52  ;  Total,  228.  Caot.  Creery 
wins  the  John  Rogers  Prize,  a  Ross  Rifle,  presented  by  Mr.  D. 
M.  Rogers,  in  memory  of  his  son.  Eight  schools  competed. 
Result :

Schools  of  the  Empire. — Cadet  Match,  under  17.  This  was 
fired  on  June  17th.  Team  of  eight  cadets,  at  figure  targets  at 
both  ranges.  Scores:  Capt.  Crawford,  59;  Lieut.  Beech,  55; 
Band-Sergt.  Gordon,  51;  Corpl.  Agur,  51;  Cadet  Wiegand, 
49;  Sergt.  Sanderson,  48;  Capt.  Creery,  48;  S'ergt.  McAnally, 
39;  Total,  400.  This  score  is  not  very  good,  but  we  shall 
have  time  to  forget  it  before  the  results  are  published — some- 
time in  1912. 

Gallery  Series,  C.R.L. — Four  matches  were  fired  during 
the  winter,  the  scores  being:  365,  386,  390  and  382:  total,  1,523, 
a  decided  improvement  on  last  year.  Wiegand  had  the  highest 
aggregate,  157  out  of  200.  The  scores  through  Canada  were, 
however,  much  higher  than  usual,  so  we  only  obtained  ninth 
place  this  year.  Harbord  again  won  first  place,  with  an 
individual  average  of  46  to  our  38. 

Provincial  Rifle  Meeting,  191 1. — Messrs.  Harvey  and 
Thomas,  with  four  cadets,  attended  the  B.C.R.A.  meeting  at 
the  Richmond  Rifle  Range  at  Vancouver  on  July  19th. 
Though  the  shooting  of  the  cadets  was  very  favourably  com- 
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merited  on  by  those  present,  and  in  the  press,  we  must  admit 
that  no  one  but  Crawford  was  particularly  successful  in  win- 
ning prizes.  lie  took  third  prize  in  the  Tyro  match  with  33 
at  200  yards,  ninth  prize  in  the  Nanaimo  match  with  34  at  the 
same  range — thus  breaking-  his  "tyro" — and  a  small  prize  in 
the  Xew  Westminster  match  at  500  yards. 


Landscape  Target  for  Miniature  Rifle  Match 


Miniature  Team  Shooting. — This  term  all  boys  are  using 
the  .22  rifle,  and  as  we  now  have  an  open-air  25  yards  range, 
we  can  fire  in  a  better  light,  and  without  interfering  with  the 
gymnasium  classes.  An  incentive  has  been  supplied  by 
dividing  the  best  shots  into  teams  of  six,  each  representing  the 
city  or  district  in  which  the  members  live.  Thus  we  have 
eleven  teams,  namely:  Victoria,  Vancouver,  New  Westmin- 
ster, Okanagan,  The  Islands,  Alberta,  Northern  B.C.,  Koot- 
enay,  United  States,  the  old  Queen's  School,  and  the  Fraser 
River.  Air.  John  Tolmie  has  been  kind  enough  to  offer  a 
trophy  for  competition — the  conditions  to  be  collective  firing 
at  a  figure  target,  or  landscape  target  with  figures. 

Section  Cup  Competition. — The  sections  of  "B"  Company 
competed  on  October  28th  with  those  of  "A"  Company  at 
Clover  Point  on  equal  terms.  The  competition  was  collective 
firing  at  disappearing  targets  at  short  range,  and  was  won  by 
No.  4  section  of  "B"  Company  (S'ergt.  L.  McBride)  with  20 
hits  in  40  rounds.  Xo.  1  section  of  "A"  Company  (Col.-Sergt. 
D.  Mackinnon)  was  second,  with  19  hits. 
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Fifteenth  Troop. 

There  are  several  changes  in  this  Troop  this  term. 
Although  about  six  boys  have  left,  we  have  enrolled  thirteen 
recruits  to  take  their  places,  so  that,  except  for  the  loss  of  our 
Assistant  Scoutmaster,  D.  C.  Shaw,  we  are  stronger  than  ever 
before.  A  number  of  our  recruits  are  already  second-class 
scouts,  having  come  from  troops  in  distant  centres,  such  as 
Prince  Rupert  and  Hamilton,  Ontario,  and  several  have  been 
transferred  from  the  14th,  so  that  there  is  less  tenderfoot  train- 
ing to  be  done  than  we  expected. 

We  have  now  eleven  tenderfeet,  twenty-two  second-class 
scouts  and  six  first-class  scouts,  holding  36  badges,  of  which 
13  are  marksmen  and  13  naturalists.  Good  progress  is  being 
made  with  the  first-class  tests,  especially  cooking  and  the  jour- 
ney test.  Several  boys  are  working  for  the  Surveyor's  Badge, 
and  two  or  three  very  creditable  maps  are  beginning  to  take 
shape. 

The  first  inter-troop  competition  took  place  on  Saturday, 
( )ctober  7th,  being  the  Relay  Race  for  the  Robinson  &  An- 
drews Cup.  The  course  was  from  the  Oak  Bay  Hotel  to  the 
Union  Club,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles,  with  teams  of 
eight  scouts,  placed  arbitrarily  along  the  route.  Our  team 
included  the  following,  in  the  order  of  running:  Watt,  Halley, 
de  Pencier,  Smith,  Mc Bride,  Drewry,  Hart,  Beech.  At  the 
finish  the  Fourth  Troop  beat  the  First  Troop  by  a  few  yards, 
with  Beech  carrying  the  black  and  red  about  a  block  behind. 
Our  last  four  runners  ran  very  gamely  and  gained  on  several 
other  troops. 
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The  second  competition  of  the  term  was  for  the  Oscar 
Bass  Cnp  for  miniature  shooting.  This  took  place  in  the 
Drill  Hall  on  Saturday,  October  21st.  The  teams  were  six 
scouts  each,  firing-  ten  shots  at  twenty-five  yards.  Our  team 
and  their  scores  were  as  follows:  P-L  McBride,  70;  P-L 
Watt,  64;  \V.  Mclnnes,  63;  A.  McCrea,  57;  R.  Challoner,  51  ; 
and  K.  Hart,  51.      Total,  356  out  of  600. 

The  next  in  order  was  the  First  Troop,  with  298,  of  which 
Richardson  made  78  and  Salmon  60,  and  the  Fourteenth  came 
third  with  274,  and  the  Fourth  came  fourth  writh  248.  The 
rest  were  all  less  than  150. 

We  thus  won  the  Oscar  Bass  Cup  by  58  points,  and 
brought  it  back  in  triumph.  It  is  held  for  a  year,  but  at  the 
end  of  ten  years  it  becomes  the  property  of  the  troop  that  has 
won  it  the  greatest  number  of  times. 

Our  tramping  camp  to  Nanaimo  was  fully  described  in 
the  "Western  Scout"  for  August,  but  we  must  give  a  summary 
of  the  trip  in  this  place.  Mr.  Harvey  and  Mr.  Collisson  were 
in  charge,  with  Capt.  Wade,  Asst. -Scoutmaster  Shaw,  six 
first-class  and  four  second-class  scouts.  These  were  divided 
into  two  patrols,  each  of  which  pulled  the  wagon  for  one  day 
alternately.  The  plan  worked  most  smoothly,  even  on  the 
hilly  places,  as  every-one  was  always  ready  to  lend  a  hand, 
even  when  it  was  not  his  turn  to  work.  The  system  of  meals 
and  other  camp  duties  also  was  a  success  ;  two  boys  cooked 
breakfast  every  day,  another  two  the  lunch,  and  another  two 
the  supper — the  same  every  day.  In  a  similar  way  there  were 
always  the  same  boys  to  wash  up  at  breakfast,  etc.,  and  to 
cut  wood,  get  bedding,  pitch  tents,  clean  camp,  etc.  We  gen- 
erally pulled  for  five  hours  each  day,  and  made  about  fifteen 
miles. 

We  left  the  School  at  ten  in  the  morning  of  June  29th, 
and  lunched  at  Parson's  Bridge,  camping  at  Goldstream  on 
the  new  Mill  Ray  Road. 

Here  Watt  caught  enough  fish  to  make  us  hungry,  and 
our  cook  upset  the  supper  all  over  mother  earth,  but  we  didn't 
mind.  Next  day  was  very  hard  work,  seven  miles  of  hill  to 
climb.  Lunch  was  cooked  at  Nineteen-Mile  Post,  and  we 
passed  the  summit  and  had  three  miles  down-hill,  and  then  a 
frightfully  bad  piece  of  shingly  road,  which  was  worse  than 
the  climb.  However,  at  Mill  Bay,  P-L  Beech  found  some 
friends,  who  not  only  let  us  through  their  grounds  to  camn 
bv  the  shore,  but  supplied  us  with  milk,  jam,  cakes,  and  all 
sorts  of  luxuries.  The  Baggage  Patrol  was  so  done  up  that 
the  Advance  Guard  did  all  their  camp  work  for  them. 
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Xext  morning-  was  Dominion  Day.  After  a  fine  clip  in 
the  Bay,  Xo.  i  patrol  took  the  cart,  but  were  soon  overtaken 
by  a  friendly  farmer  going  to  Cobble  Hill,  who  gave  them  a 
tow,  which  landed  them  at  Cowichan  Bay  some  way  ahead  of 
the  poor  Advance-Guard.  The  latter  had  the  laugh  of  them 
in  one  way,  namely,  that  they  had  tied  a  can  of  cooked  beans 
on  behind  the  rig,  and  it  had  swung  so  violently  that  the  beans 
had  leapt  out  all  along  the  road  in  unappetising  chunks,  and 
finally  the  can,  having  no  longer  any  reason  to  hang  on,  had 
tried  to  hide  its  emptiness  in  the  ditch. 

The  Cowichan  Regatta  was  marred  by  very  dull  wea- 
ther, but  it  was  a  lively  enough  scene  till  the  rain  came  down 
about  three  p.m.  So  we  limbered  up  and  made  for  Duncans 
along  pretty  and  smooth  roads.  We  arrived  fairly  dry,  but 
to  avoid  risks  chose  to  camp  in  the  Bandstand,  which  was 
kindly  placed  at  our  disposal.  This  proved  a  shade  hard,  but 
everyone  slept  well.  To  quote  a  chorus  from  the  marching 
song  which  we  composed  en  route : 

"Honk — honk — honk — the    scouts    are    snoring; 
Owl  and  nighthawk  flee  away; 
Till  the  dawn  begins  to  peep 
You  can  hear  us  in  our  sleep 
From  Victoria  to  far  Departure  Bay." 

The  Duncans  people  were  most  kind,  and  kept  bringing 
us  jam  and  fruit  all  the  time,  besides  helping  us  in  other  ways. 

On  Sunday  we  were  visited  by  Rev.  Mr.  Christmas,  who 
invited  us  to  attend  his  church  in  the  evening,  which  wc  did. 
On  Monday  we  started  again,  with  three  Duncans  scouts  to 
escort  us  as  far  as  Westholme.  Later  that  afternoon  we 
passed  a  large  strawberry-farm.  At  least  we  were  going  to 
pass  it,  but  Mr.  Jones,  the  owner,  invited  us  to  walk  in  and 
see  what  we  could  do.  Not  wishing  to  hurt  his  feelings,  we 
consented.  Pip  lost  count  after  the  ioist,  but  the  scores  of 
the  others  are  rather  vague,  mostly  admitting  "quite  a  few" 
if  not  more.  You  ought  to  have  seen  that  baggage-cart  come 
down  to  the  gate  as  the  advance-guard  got  under  way  again. 
(  )ne  P-L  totally  ruined  his  best  hat.  Chemainus  was  our  next 
stopping  place,  and  was  the  worst  camp  of  the  trip,  as  it 
had  to  be  pitched  right  in  the  bush,  but  close  to  the  road.  The 
tents  were  crowded,  the  cooks  had  no  elbow-room,  the  mos- 
quitoes were  hungry,  the  passers-by  were  noisy,  and  lastly 
two  scouts  who  shared  a  tent  snored  so  loud  that  the  tent- 
pole  fell  on  their  heads,  but  they  were  too  lazy  to  get  up  and 
fix  it.
